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ATV ordinance draws resistance 

Ordinance would allow ATV permits on nine county roads, tabled for next court

A proposed ordinance that would 
allow ATV access on nine county 
roads encountered steep resistance at 
Thursday morning’s meeting of the 
Hickman County Fiscal Court. The 
meeting was originally scheduled for 
Monday night and was postponed due 
to inclement weather. 


In an interview Monday, Oct. 13, 
Hickman County Judge/Executive 
Greg Pruitt said that the ordinance 
was scheduled to be introduced 
at the meeting, but in the absence 
of Magistrate Ricky Deweese, the 
introduction of the ordinance was 
postponed. Deweese was unable to 
attend the meeting for medical reasons. 

Nine farmers attended the meeting 


to discuss the ordinance, so discussion 
was permitted though the ordinance 
would not be voted on. The nine 
farmers at the meeting were Joe 
Samuel, Caleb Deweese, Tommy 
Larkins, Steve Larkins, Mike Larkins, 
Charlie Ray, Roy Dillard, Sidney 
Howell, and Tracy Workman. 

The ordinance in question was 
Hickman County Ordinance 2014-2 - 


An Ordinance Relating to Establishing 
Permissible Streets of Operation of 
All Terrain Vehicles Within Hickman 
County. 

The ordinance would allow legal 
operation of All-Terrain Vehicles on 
Drew Road, Walker Road, Rough 
Road, Sand Road, Bottery Road, 
Rogers Road, Bluff Road, Blumenburg 
Road, and Hickman Road. Each 


of these roads are located on the 
Kentucky Great River Road, which 
was designated by the U.S. Department 
of Transportation as a National Scenic 
Byway in 2009. 

Judge Pruitt said that the ordinance 
is part of a greater plan to allow ATV 
enthusiasts to travel from Wright’s

Fire claims 5-acre tobacco barn 


A tobacco barn at Cunningham 
Farms caught fire is eastern Hickman 
County and burned Monday afternoon. 

The barn contained five acres of 
uninsured tobacco crop that was lost. 

Hickman County Fire and Rescue, the 
Columbus Fire Department, and the 
Wingo fire department responded the 
fire and prevented it from spreading. 

Gary Cunningham, who farms a 
little bit of almost everything, grows 
eight acres of tobacco. 

“I’ve been growing tobacco for more 
than 40 years, and have never had a 
barn burn,” Cunningham explained. 

According to officials on the scene, 
the fire apparently began as a result of 
gas buildup at the top of the structure.

Clerks Fall College in Frankfort 


FRANKFORT, Ky., Oct. 16, 2014 
- Hickman County Circuit Court Clerk 
Cinda Yates participated in the 2014 
Circuit Court Clerks Fall College 
that took place Sept. 23-25 at the 
Administrative Office of the Courts 
in Frankfort. The AOC provided the 
education program for the state’s 
circuit court clerks. 

The circuit court clerks attended 
courses on court record retention, 
the expungement process, bond 
procedures, sovereign citizens and 
apostille, which involves certifying 
the authenticity of foreign documents 
such as adoption papers. The college 
also included sessions on domestic 
violence and court technology. Offices 
of Circuit Court Clerk process petitions 


for emergency protective orders and 
domestic violence orders. 

“Our offices are on the front line 
for many people seeking protection in 
cases of domestic violence,” Shelby 
County Circuit Court Clerk Lowry 
S. Miller, who is also president of 
the Kentucky Association of Circuit 
Court Clerks. “It’s important that we 
stay educated on the dynamics of 
partner-on-partner violence and how to 
effectively work with victims. 

“We also got to see how the new 
eFiling program that lets attorneys 
file cases electronically will work in 
our offices with demonstrations by an 
attorney and a judge. The program is 
already running in several counties and 
will be in every county by the end of 


next year. It was interesting to see how 
it will increase efficiency across the 
court system.” 

The circuit clerks also attended 
sessions on helping people who are 
choosing to represent themselves 
in court cases rather than using an 
attorney and civil legal aid for those 
who cannot afford an attorney. Circuit 
clerks cannot provide legal advice but 
can give information on court processes 
to ensure everyone has access to the 
courts. The Kentucky Access to Justice 
Commission discussed self-represented 
litigants and Legal Aid of the Bluegrass 
addressed civil legal aid. 

Other sessions covered the types

Area 252 Riding Park in Carlisle 
County to Columbus-Belmont 
State Park in Hickman County, 
and on farther south down the 
Great River Road to Hickman. 

Carlisle County passed a 
similar ordinance in 2012 to 
allow legal ATV access to 
several Carlisle County roads. 

“It’s worked out great for 
us,” Carlisle County Judge/ 
Executive Greg Terry said 
Monday evening. Terry says that 
allowing access to public roads 
has minimized unauthorized 
ATV riding on private property, 
which had caused damage to 
crops in the past. Carlisle County 
has a permit enforcement officer 
that rides the roads and trails to 
monitor the ATV riders. Terry 
said the enforcement officer’s 
salary is mostly paid for by 
revenue from the grants. 

Ordinance 2014-2 states that 
those wishing to ride ATVs on 
public roads would be required 
to purchase permits. Hickman 
County residents would be able 
to purchase an annual permit for 
$75 for an individual, or $150 
for a household. 


Nonresidents would not be 
able to purchase the annual 
permit, but could buy weekend 
permits for $25 or one-day 
permits for $10. The permits 
would be issued in the form 
of a sticker or decal that 
would be required to be placed 
prominently on the ATV. Those 
found riding on public highways 
without a permit or otherwise in 
violation of the ordinance would 
be subject to a $250 fine. 

Rules attached to the 
ordinance described rules for 
ATV riders that include wearing 


proper safety equipment and 
only parking in designated areas. 

Farmers who own land along 
the designated county roads 
expressed concerns about 
trespassing and other hazards 
associated with ATVs on county 
highways. 

Judge Pruitt said Monday 
that with only two regularly 
scheduled meetings left in 2014 
before Judge/Executive-elect 
Kenny Wilson and the new fiscal 
court take office, the current 
fiscal court will not take action 
on the ordinance and it will be 


up to the next fiscal court to pass 
the ordinance or not. 

During the meeting, Judge 
Pruitt announced that Hickman 
County Treasurer Carol Malugin 
will retire on November 30. 
Wynita Dillard has been 
appointed to the office and will 
begin work on November 1 
as Hickman County Treasurer 
Trainee. On December 1, Dillard 
will become Hickman County 
Treasurer. Dillard’s current 
statutory appointment will 
expire on June 30.

As another Civil War Days 
weekend has come to an end, 
we are reminded of the attention 
drawn to the Columbus 
Cemetery, dating back to 1825.

of records the state public 
defender’s office seeks from 
Offices of Circuit Court Clerk 
in particular cases and Senate 
Bill 200, the juvenile justice 
reform that the governor 
recently signed into law. The 
legislation steers more young 
offenders into community- 
based treatment for underlying 
issues rather than locking them 
up in detention centers for non¬ 
violent acts, such as truancy. 

Another session focused 
on the Circuit Court Clerk 
Conduct Commission that 
was established by Supreme 
Court order in January 2013 


and the first ever Circuit 
Court Clerk Code of Conduct 
that the Supreme Court 
authorized earlier this year. The 
commission will investigate 
and conduct hearings on alleged 
misconduct and the code sets 
ethical standards for elected 
circuit court clerks. Chief 
Justice of Kentucky John D. 
Minton Jr. recently praised all 
the circuit court clerks for their 
support of the commission and 
code of conduct. 

The circuit clerks also heard 
from AOC Director Laurie K. 
Dudgeon and got an update 
from the Trust for Life program. 
The KACCC sponsors Trust 
for Life to promote organ and 


tissue donation through driver 
licensing and the Kentucky 
Organ Donor registry.

Circuit Court Clerks 

Circuit court clerks are 
responsible for managing the 
records of Kentucky’s Circuit 
and District courts. Circuit 
clerks are constitutionally 
elected officials from all 120 
counties and serve a six-year 
term. They provide professional 
recordkeeping, receive money 
due the courts, pay money to 
required parties and to the state, 
record legal documents, provide 


legal documents and other 
legal materials, maintain the 
jury system, administer oaths, 
handle affidavits and issue 
driver licenses and non-driver 
ID cards. 

Administrative Office of the 
Courts 

The AOC is the operations 
arm for the state court system 
and supports the activities 
of nearly 3,300 court system 
employees and 403 elected 
justices, judges and circuit 
court clerks. As the fiscal agent 
for the state court system, the 
AOC also executes the Judicial 
Branch budget.
